SUBJECT; Anthracite Coal for the Operation of Poultry Brooders gat Hea houses. 


Revised Regulation 5 issued by the Solid Fuels Administration for War on September 
28, 1944 and effective October 15, 1944 appears in Federal Register dated September 
30, 1944, This memorandum supersedes instructions contained in War Board Memorandum 
No. 439, Supplies 43, Revised, issued October 29, 1943. It is suggested that State 
and county committees make the ie aula information available to poultrymen and 
hatchery operators, 


Under the provision of this regulation, each owner or operator who needs. to purchase 
anthracite coal for the operation of a poultry brooder or hatchery must file, at or 
before the time of first delivery, a written statement with his dealer listing: 


(1) His anmal requirement 

(2) Amount on hand as of April 1, 1944 

(3) The number of broods to be made prior to Match 31, 1945 

(4) The momber of brooder or hatchery stoves in operation 

; (5) An estimate of one day's supply of coal ‘(amount consumed in one day) | 
j (6) The location of the brooder or hatchery 


The statement should be made on the form prescribed by S.F,A.W, Revised Regulation 
ie (to be reporduced and furnished by the dealer - see Appendix A, Federal Register), 
' and, 2s provided in the order, shovld be made to the same dealer who supplied the 
owner or operator with anthracite for such use during the period April 1, 1942 to 
March 31, 1943. In the event such retail dealer hss discontinued business or is un- 
\ able to fill an order, or in the event that the owner or operator of a poultry brood- 
f er or hatchery did not purchase coal for such use during the period April 1, 1942 to 
March 31, 1943, then the statement may be filed with any other dealer. 


Without regard to other orders, preference in the delivery of anthracite coal shall be 
accorded to any owner or operator for use in a obrooder or hatchery, but not to ex- 
ceed 2 ninety day suyply, in accordance with the following; 


(1) Coal producers end wholesalers shall accord preference to orders in 
aif esrload or trucklosd lots from any owner or operator of a poultry 
brooder or hatchery for such use, or to any retail dealer for resale 

for such use. 


(2) Bach retail dealer shall sccord preference to orders in any quantity 
to any operator of a poultry brooder or hsatchery.for such use. 


(3) Sequence of preferred deliveries shall be in accordance with, first, 
the order of the purchaser rho h»s on hand the least number of days! 
supply, or second, the delivery dates specified by the orders, or third, 
if it is impracticable to mke such deliveries on the date specified, 
then in accordance with the cates on which such orders have been 
received,

SUBJECT: Gasoline for Commercial Motor Vehicles 
Operated as a Farm Vehicle 


This memorandum amends and supplements the procedure outlined on pages 7 
and 8 of the Transportation Handbook, Special Services Memorandum 66, 
relative to the securing of supplemental motor fuel allotments for use in 
commercial motor vehicles, 


Under the new procedure which is effective October 16, 1944, the OPA will 
have full responsibility for handling temporary increases in motor fuel al- 
lotments for one quarter or less and the ODT will retain the responsibility 
for permanent changes, The OPA is also authorized to make reductions in 
allotments when conditions warrant such action. CFTC's will cooperate with 
the OPA and the ODT by continuing to make recommendations for motor fuel 
allotments for commercial motor vehicles as defined in Section IV-A of the 
Trensportation Handbook, 


New Form. A new Form CWN-1 (Revised) is a consolidation of the former 
Form CWN-1 and NEO-1, and will be used to handle all requests for motor 
fuel of a permanent nature, extension of operation or a new operation, and 
appeals from ODT action. (OPA Form OPA-R-597 will be used in making appli- 
cation for additional motor fuel arising from temporary changes involving © 
One quarter or less.) Supplies of these forms can be obtained from local 
War Price and Rationing Beards. 


How New Procedure Will Operate. ODT's present certifications will remain 
in effect except where an application for a permanent change in allotment 
is approved by the ODT. Revision of certificate for changes in description 
of eduipment only will be discontinued. The only reason a certificate will 
be corrected is because of a vermanent change in motor fuel allotment or a 
new operation, Subcertificates will no longer be issued nor will it be 
necessary to cancel or recall them. OPA will determine and issue all 
temporary allotments for motor fuel for one quarter or less. Appeals will 
be filed with the agency which issued the determination fron which the 
oper?tor is appealing, 


Where the local War Price and Rationing Board requests the County Farm 
Transportation Comnittee to recommend on applications for temporary in- 
creases in motcr fuel allotments for one quarter or less, the committee 
should cooperate with the Board to work out a satisfactory procedure for 
handling these applic*tions. The committee will continue to recommend on 
applications for permanent changes in allotments which will be forwarded 
to the ODT as in the past,

SUBJECT : Belo ty of Processors Who Have Also Been Retailers 
of Oilseed Meals in 1942 and (or) 1948 to File FPA Form 6 


Cases have been called to the attention of the Feed Management 
Branch in which oilseed processors who are also feed dealers or , 
manufacturers and who, because of lowered production, are unable 
to obtain from 80 percent of their production or from the trade 
as much oilseed meal as they used and (or) retailed on the 
average in 1942 and 1943. Because of this situation some of 
these processors are. requesting that their set aside meal be 
returned to them for their’ own distribution or use. 


In such cases the processor is entitled to file FPA Form 6 with 
the State committee and request an allocation of set aside meal, 
In any instance where 80 percent of the processor's production 
plus the amount of meal obtained by him from the trade is less 
than his average use and (or) retail sales for the average of 
the same months of 1942-43, such processor is entitled, to 
consideration. 


All applicable entries of FPA Form 6 shall be filled out when 
filing an application, The. processor's 1942-43 average retail 
sales and use for the month in question will appear in columns 
3 and 4 and 80 percent of his production of oil meal for the 
same month plus the quantity procured or to be procured from 
the trade will appear in column 6. 


A letter bearing on this subject has been sent to all cottonseed 
processors, and a copy is attached for your information.
